NANTUCKET, R. I— On an Oc­ 
tober night In 1847—just IOO years 
ago—a young woman, 29 years old, 
was gazing through her father's 
telescops on top et the Pacific 
bank of N a n t u c k e t and saw, 
swooping through the sky over 
the dark blue ocean, a new comet 
This discovery brought her a gold 
medal from the King of Denmark 
and membership in the American 
Academy of Arts and Sciences and 
in the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science. 
Maria Mitchell was America's 
first woman astronomer. Born of 
Quaker ancestry on Aug, I, 1818, 
on the island of Nantucket, she 
was the oldest of IO children. The 
family lived in/ a simple gray- 
shingle house on Vestal street, 
which had been built in 1790. 
Across the street was the school 
where her father, William Mitchell, 
taught While still a child, Maria 
exhibited extraordinary skill 
In 
mathematics, helping her father 
adjust the chronometers for Nan­ 
tucket whalers. 
As Joseph Starbuck—a fcllow- 
towmsman—put it “We can now 
get the correct time here in Nan­ 
tucket and our captains can start 
with their chronometers set right 
That is one g o o d t h i n g the 
Mitchells have done.*

GENTLE William Mitchell’s real 
passion in life was astronomy—a 
passion he handed down to his 
daughter Maria. 
When she was 
only 13, she helped him in his ob­ 
servations of the annular eclipse 
of the sun. 
In 1837, having given up school­ 
teaching. Mitchell became cashier 
at the Pacific bank, ne moved his 
family into rooms at the rear of 
the bank building and built a shed 
for his telescope on the roof—a 
proceeding the Nantucketers did 
not altogether approve. 
At this

was 
a 
schoolteacher 
at 
th e 
Gardner 
school. 
Soon she became librarian of 
the Atheneum, and there greatly 
increased her store of astronomical 
knowledge. Then came that night 
in October. 1847, and she woke up 
to find herself famous. As soon as 
the Nantucketers realized they had 
a w'orld-renowned scientist in their 
midst, 
they 
began 
to 
lament, 
“Maria's a big woman now. The 
Atheneum has had her as librarian 
for 20 years; they won t get an­ 
other one Uke her for $60 a year!'* 
There was another reason why 
Maria was the subject of town 
gossip. The Society of Friends dis-

In 1861 she went to 
Lynn to live, because the women 
of America had built there a large 
equatorial telescope for her to u^e. 
Four years later she b e c a m e 
professor of astronom y and direc­ 
tor of the observatory at the new 
Vassar college. She began making 
photographs of the sun and special 
studies of Jupiter and Saturn. 
To 
her 
friends and 
students 
Maria was the proverbial absent­ 
minded professor, who “took an 
abnormal interest in things Hap­ 
pening in the sky but not enough 
in things close at hand." 


IF TOLD that she had a hole 
in her stocking, Maria would re­ 
ply disinterestedly. “Only one?" 
When a student said rather pat­ 
ronizingly, “Professor M i t c h e l l , 
your shawl is dragging," she put 
that student in her place with the 
cold reply, “I like it so.” 
This remarkable woman taught 
for 23 years, receiving many hon­ 
ors and 
degrees 
both 
for 
her 
original research and for her ex­ 
cellent teaching. She died at Lynn, 
one year after she had retired, on 
June 28, 1889. 
Today her birthplace is a me­ 
morial, operated 
by the Maria 
Mitchell association; her father's 
schoolhouse across the street is the 
Maria Mitchell library; and next 
door to the birthplace is an ob­ 
servatory erected in 1908 by Nan­ 
tucket ir. her memory. The great­ 
est honor was the unveiling in 
1922 of a bust of her in New 
York university's Hall of l ime.

Disturb ance af Longs 
Coughing due to some disturb ance 
of the lungs, for instance, may oc­ 
cur without the patient b eing ab le 
to b ring up the secretions which 
are producing the coughing attack. 
When the secretions in the lungs 
are not eliminated, infection occurs, 
and, in addition, the patient may 
b e exhausted by his unproductive 
b ut constant attacks. When secre­ 
tions are present in the lungs, re­ 
lief comes only when these secre­ 
tions are eliminated. 
The elimination of secretions 
from the lungs can b e b rought out 
in other way s than b y expectora­ 
tion.

ces, large amounts of the secretions 
may b e ab sorb ed from the lungs. To 
encourage this, Dr. Andrew Bany ai 
of Milwaukee, Wisconsin, has for 
a numb er of y ears used carb on di­ 
oxide, a gas which is normally pres­ 
ent in the air. This gut is adminis­ 
tered simply and safely without in­ 
terfering with the patient’s comfort. 


Method of Treatment 
Sometimes it has b een found help­ 
ful to comb ine the carb on dioxide 
mixture with steam. It has b een 
found that this method of treatment 
may prevent spells of strenuous, ex­ 
hausting coughing, thus securing 
rest for the patient, and particu­ 
larly for the lungs. 
Moreover, the treatment often 
changes the coughing from the un­ 
productive ty pe, that is one in which 
no secretions are b rought up, to one 
in which the secretions are more 
easily coughed up. 
Use of Drugs 
With this method of treatment, 
the use of drugs to increase the 
expectoration, as well as sedatives, 
may b e reduced. 
Directly after the treatment, the 
amount of expectorated material it 
increased, and, instead of b eing 
thick, it is thinner and more watery . 
Following the b reathing in of the 
carb on dioxide, the patient may b e 
placed in a position in which the 
head and shoulders are lower than 
the chest, to b ring ab out more rapid 
draining of the secretions from the 
lungs. 
This method of treatment is em­ 
ploy ed only to relieve coughing and 
is not expected to affect the condi­ 
tion producing the coughing attacks. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
J. A.: My ears b lock up q uite 
often. Could a vitamin deficiency 
b e the cause ? 
Answer: It is not likely that a 
vitamin deficiency is the cause of 
y our condition.

CHEAPER HOUSING

And yet it is not always an easy 
matter even for a doctor to control 
coughing. It can often be relieved 
by the giving of sedatives or quiet­ 
ing drugs but since such measures 
do nothing to get at the cause of 
the cough, which may be due to con­ 
ditions either in the throat, wind 
pipe, lungs, or voice-boz, they give 
no more than temporary help. Any 
real method of controlling a cough 
must depend on its cause and the 
associated conditions which may be 
present, 
Disturbance af Langs 
Coughing due to some disturbance 
of the lungs, for instance, may oc­ 
cur without the patient being able 
to bring up the secretions which 
are producing the coughing attack. 
When the secretions in the lungs 
are not eliminated, infection occurs, 
and, in addition, the patient may 
be exhausted by his unproductive 
but constant attacks. When secre­ 
tions are present in the lungs, re­ 
lief cornea only when these secre­ 
tions are eliminated.

Method of Treatment 
Sometimes it has been found help­ 
ful to combine the carbon dioxide 
mixture with steam. It has been 
found that this method of treatment 
may prevent spells of strenuous, ex­ 
hausting coughing, thus securing 
rest for the patient, and particu­ 
larly for the lungs. 
Moreover, the treatment often 
changes the coughing from the un­ 
productive type, that is one in which 
no secretions are brought up, to one 
in which the secretions are more 
easily coughed up. 
Use of Drugs 
With this method of treatment, 
the use of drugs to increase the 
expectoration, as well as sedatives, 
may be reduced. 
Directly aftcr the treatment, the 
amount of expectorated material is 
increased, and, instead of being 
thick, it it thinner and more watery. 
Following the breathing in of the 
carbon dioxide, the patient may be 
placed in a position in which the 
head and shoulders are lower than 
the chest, to bring about more rapid 
draining of the secretions from the 
lungs. 
Ibis method of treatment is em­ 
ployed only to relieve coughing and 
is not expected to affect the condi­ 
tion producing the coughing attacks.
